New York, Aug. 9.—As the venerable Cunard Liner Maure- 


tania docked Thursday afternoon at her Fourteenth street pier, 
the rosy-red and weatlierbeaten face of Capt. S. G. S. McNeil, 
R. N. R., peered over the side'of the bridge and gave utterance 
to the following: 


"Damn it all, why didn't you give us good weather? 
Damn 


it all, we had a Gulf stream against us that turned us off our 
course 15 degrees. 
We've been wearing oil skins up here." 


Having got this off his chest the captain felt better. His ship, 


a 22-year-old vessel, built when the Prince of Wales was still 
looking forward to wearing long pants, had beaten her own record 
for the westward crossing handsomely. 


She had come from Cherbourg to the Ambrose Lightship in 


four days, 21 hours and 44 minutes, as compared with her best 
time of five days, two hours and 34 minutes. Together with one 
other vessel—the North German Lloyd's Bremen—she. of all other 
passenger ships afloat, can crwss the ocean in under fne days. 
But she had fallen behind the Bremen's record of four days, 16 
hours and 54 minutes, which Captain McNeil had hoped would be 
equalled. He had hoped, he admitted, but knew in his heart that 
the Bremen was a newer and faster ship, good perhaps for 31 
knots. 


As for the Mauretania, he explained, she "was an older girl 


who had smoked a good many cigarettes in her time;" she had been 
on the seas in fair weather and foul flor two decades; she had 
fought in the war and had raced to the rescue of the Titanic. To 
be beaten by four hours and some minutes after such a record, hi 
a crossing of over 3,000 miles, was defeat, but not disgrace.

New York, Aug. I.—A* the venerable Cunard Liner Maure­ 
tania docked Thursday afternoon at her Fourteenth street pier, 
the rosy-red and weatherbeaten face of Capt. S. G. S. McNeil, 
R. N. R., peered over the side of the bridge and gave utterance 
to the following: 
“Damn it all, why didn’t you give us good weather? 
Damn 
it all, we had a Gulf stream against us that turned us off our 
coarse 15 degrees. 
We’v# been wearing oil skins up here.” 
Having got this off his chest the captain felt better. His ship, 
a 22-year-old venae!, built when the Prince of Wales waa still 
looking forward to wearing long pants, had beaten her own record 
for the westward crossing handsomely. 
She had come from Cherbourg to the Ambrose Lightship in 
four days, 21 hours and 44 minutes, as compared with her beat 
time of live daya, two hours and 34 minutes. Together with one 
other vessel—the North German Lloyd’s Bremen—she, of all oilier 
passenger ships afloat, can rt^oss the ocean in under five days. 
But she had fallen behind the Bremen's record of four days, 16 
hours and 54 minutes, which Captain McNeil had hoped would be 
equalled.

with the blaring "Blues Smgei

hymn. 


On the left was the pew where 


Washington knelt in a thanksgiv- 
inging service just after the in- 
augural ceremony that made him 
the first president of the United 
States.

"However, nomes that are hard

is O-. U. Bean, 


with whom I brushed elbows one 
day last week. 


"Orestes 
Utah Bean is well 


known in Salt Lake City. A few 
years before the woild war bioke 
out in 1914, he wiote and produced 
in the Utah capital a drama call- 
sd 'An Aztec Romance.' So success- 
ful was this account of the alleged 
beginning ol Mormomsm in ancient 
Mexico, , that it was soon after 
brought to Broadway- and elabor- 
ately reproduced. 


*• Unfortunately for the earnest 


dramatist, it was then a far ciy 
from Salt Lake City to Broadway; 
and the 'Romance' was one of the 
direst failures of the time. Never- 
theless, ridicule soon changed to 
sympathy, for Bean took his rebuff 
in an admirable spirit, vowing that 
some day he would come back and 
turn his failure mto triumph. 


"So, at 
intervals he has come 


back, possibly to just look over the 
ground. He told me once thit his 
expectation of support lies in his 
invention of a device for reducing 
the cost of illuminating gas.
